GARDEN & HEN COOPERATION 


But Must be Kept Ajinrl A\ hlle Crops 


Are Growing—Poultry Manure TJscil 
With lalnio and Other Vc-rtillzei-a. 
Itbac-t, April 13.—Although hens 


are not usually associated too closely 
with gardens in tho minds ot those 
who have had experience, gardeners 
at tho htate agricultural collo^ hero 
bay that the combination is excellent 
it there is a fence hen hlnh and 
chicken tisht around either the (lock 
or the crops. 


This combination, they say, is a good 


initiation ot the nRe-old 
partner- 


ship between livestock and plants, in 
%\hich each contributes to the support 
ot the other. 
The crop refuse and 


weeds from tho garden make 
fine 


green food for the hens, and their 
contribution of manure is a valuable 
one to the sardcn. 


Poultry runtime is a rich nitrogenous 


fertilizer which may be applied at the 
rate of one pound to every ten Ptjunre 
feet of garden area, supplemented by 
a separate application of one po.ind of 
acid phosphate and if possible one 
pound of v* ood ashes to every pi\ty 
square feet. 


Xceil Ijimc Too. 


Many garden soils need lime in ad- 


dition to this treatment, .ind here the 
old adage. 
"To detcirmne sour or 


sweet in garden soil, piunt a beet' is 
cited. 
If beets Krow vigorously and 


are tender and well flavored the soil 
is probably not greatly in need of 
lime. 
There are more exact chemic.il testq 


for lime, but sineo It N cheap anil 
beneficial to practically all x-egetablcs, 
it la well to assume the need and ,ip 
ply it without testing, say the garden- 
era.

To connect the attach- 
ment it is only necessary to re- 
move the speaker box from th« 
ton* arm and replace it with the
